Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 1 is directed toward the manipulation of 
an abstract idea in which this method claim is not computer implemented and can be 
done on paper (see figures 3-9 for example) in which the abstract idea is not practically 
applied to produce a useful, concrete and tangible result as there is no clearly defined 
practical application of the claimed method in the body of the claim as the optimized list 
of non-interleaved waveforms is not being directed toward a practical application. In 
claim 15, a variety of program code stored on computer readable media is referred to, 
however as the program code is not being executed such as on a general purpose 
computer it is not clear as to how the functionality of that program code is being 
realized. In addition, with respect to the body of claim 15, similar to claim 1, there is the 
manipulation of an abstract idea that is not practically applied to produce a useful, 

^concrete and tangible result. 

4. Claims 20-23 are allowed. 
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5. As a result of the Applicant's amendments to claims 1 and 15, as well as further 
review, a grounds of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 has now been applied to claims 1-19 
as shown above.
